Families 
move 
into new 
Kidbrooke 
homes

THE FIRST families have 
moved into new homes on the 
Ferrier Estate under the 
Kidbrooke regeneration 
project. 

Former residents are now settling 
into their new three and four- 
bedroomed houses, situated to the 
East of Sutcliffe Park, alongside 
Meadowside and Eltham Green Rd. 
The 59 new properties, managed by 
Southern Housing and Asra, are 
the first of 4,000 new homes to be 
completed as part of a multi- 
million pound redevelopment. 

The new scheme, known as 
Kidbrooke Village, will be one of 
the biggest residential 
redevelopments in the UK after the 
Olympic Village and Greenwich 
Peninsula. 

It means Greenwich is playing a 
key role in helping to reduce the 
chronic shortage of family homes 
in this country. 

The regeneration scheme is being 
led by Greenwich Council in 
partnership with Berkeley Homes 
(Urban Renaissance) Ltd, the

But it wasn’t what 
you think. I wasn’t 
gambling the keys 
to the theatre on 
the turn of a card. 
Rather, a group of 
our supporters, led 
by James and 
Adrian at the 
Tiger’s Head, had 
put together a 
charity 
tournament to 
help with our 
work. Settling into 
my seat I had 
rarely felt further 
removed from the 
theatre, but very 
quickly the 
theatricality of it 
all started to 
emerge. The 
changing fortunes 
of each player, the 
strained poker 
faces, the rise and 
fall of the piles of 
chips, and the final 
show down 
between two 
battle-weary 
contestants. With 
that much drama 
in one evening, 
maybe theatre and 
poker are more 
similar than I 
realised. 

Thanks to the 
generosity of 
everyone involved 
we raised almost 
£1,000 in that 
single evening - 
and with that kind

MEETING famous people 
and holding a 300-year- 
old beer bottle are just 
some of the things that 
make life in the 
Construction Crew so 
exciting and fascinating. 

Children and learning 
mentors from four 
Greenwich primary schools -

are among 20 Olympic host 
borough schools in the 
Construction Crew project 
being run by the Olympic 
Delivery Authority (ODA). 

They regularly visit the 
Olympic Park to follow the 
latest developments, set 
targets for themselves and 
report back to their schools 
and local community 
through assemblies, displays, 
newsletters and blogs. 

Crew member Daniel 
Akande, from Middle Park,

I got to 
hold a 300-year-old beer bottle 
that was found when they 
were digging. 

“My target in school is to 
stop fiddling in class and to 
make sure I always listen to 
the teacher so I can do well in 
tests. I really hope we meet 
some more famous people 
this year!” 

Schoolmate Rayleigh 
Hackett added: “It’s fun 
because we get to meet new 
people and make new friends. 
We learn about ourselves and 
set targets - I’m trying to put 
my hand up more in class 
because it’s important to 
show people what you can do 
and not be too shy.” 

At Ealdham in Eltham, Esra 
from Year 6 and Samuel from 
Year 5 will be presenting an 
assembly based on what they 
have learned. Esra said: “I 
was so excited at being 
chosen to be part of this 
project. I met Kelly Holmes 
on my first visit and am 
really looking forward to the 
next one.” 


Samuel added: “I enjoyed 
meeting the other schools 
and making friends and 
finding out about the old 
coins found. The Olympic site 
looks wicked and I enjoy 
going on the bus looking at 
the buildings.” 

Abigail Hayward, 10, and 
nine-year-old Charlie 

Scowen, are the third pair of 
children to be involved from 
Cardwell primary school in 
Woolwich. 

Pupils have met the Queen, 
Lord Coe, President Zuma of 
South Africa and, most 
recently, Dame Kelly Holmes. 
The school has also adopted 
the five Olympic values as 
part of its positive behaviour 
rewards system. 

Abigail said: “I felt 
extremely excited when I got 
told that I was going to be 
part of the Construction 
Crew. We saw an amazing 
athlete, Dame Kelly Holmes, 
it was the best thing that 
happened in my life!” 

Charlie added: “When I first 
visited the site I was 
overwhelmed that I could be 
part of the Construction 
Crew. I was amazed at how 
big the site was. Telling my 
friends and family about it 
was so exciting.” 

Paige, Muizz, Chloe and 
Sian from Alexander 
McLeod, Abbey Wood, have 
watched the venues emerge 
from bare patches of land.

Southern Housing Group, and the 
Homes and Communities Agency 
(HCA). By the 2020s it will see a mix 
of new houses, flats and maisonettes, 
300,000 sq feet of shops, offices, and 
workshops along with new 
community health, sports, leisure and 
transport facilities. In addition, a new 
secondary school is being built on the 
site of Thomas Tallis. 

Greenwich Council has given the go- 
ahead for the first three phases of the 
massive regeneration. These will 
inlcude a total of 1159 houses and 
apartments, with 625 for private sale 
and 534 affordable homes. 

Around 70 local residents have also 
secured work on the development, 
working for contractors on the site. 
They were placed in work through the

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, 
said: “Kidbrooke is being transformed 
into what promises to be one of 
Europe’s largest and most ambitious 
regeneration schemes for the first 
part of the 21st century. The homes 
themselves are clearly of a high 
standard - but this development is 
about more than bricks and mortar, 
it’s about creating an environment in 
which the community can flourish. 
“We’re certainly making a good start, 
with an impressive number of job- 
opportunities already offered to local 
people.”

Rescuing Charlie Brown 



MY aunt’s dog, a Jack 
Russell terrier called 
Charlie Brown, went down 
a foxhole underneath the 
Queen Elizabeth oak in 
Greenwich Park at 3.30pm 
on Sunday, October 31. 

His owners stayed beside 
the foxhole calling him in 
the hope that he would 
soon come out. They were 
then locked in the park 
until 2am when they took 
the hardest decision to 
leave and try to find him in 
the morning. 

They returned when the 
park re-opened at 6am but 
unfortunately there was 
no sign of their dog. They 
stayed and called him, 
unsure of whether he was 
still in the fox hole or had 
got out and run free. 

It was only when their 
other dog was looking 
down the hole and 
whimpering that they 
knew something had gone 
wrong. By then the owners 
were getting increasingly 
worried. Police were called 
and were there by 7am. 
Police called the RSPCA 
but did not get a response. 
We called the RSPCA 
ourselves at 8am. They 
refused to even log the call 
because they stated they 
would not attend until he 
had been down the foxhole 



for more then 48 hours. 
Running out of options, 
we called Eddie Williams 
from Willow Wildlife 
Rescue, based in 
Chislehurst, who was 
there by 9.10am. 

He also contacted PC Vee 
Goomany, who is the 
borough wildlife officer. 
PC Goomany was there 
ten minutes later. 

He said he could hear 
laboured breathing and 
that we had to get him out 
quick. One of Charlie’s 
owners, David Humphries, 
began digging using a 
shovel while PC Goomany 
was digging with his bare 
hands. 

Finally, at 10.10am, PC 
Goomany pulled Charlie 
from the foxhole when a 
cheer went up from all 
rescue services in 
attendance, police and 
firemen as well as Eddie 


Williams. 

Charlie was covered in 
dirt, exhausted, 
dehydrated and in shock. 
Charlie was trapped in the 
foxhole for 19 hours and 
had attempted to dig 
himself free as his claws 
were worn down. If it had 
not been for contacting 
Eddie, he would most 
likely have died an hour or 
so later. 

Teri Warke, Greenwich 
•THE RSPCA replies: We 
were sorry to hear of the 
Jack Russell dog being 
trapped in the foxhole 
under an oak tree in 
Greenwich Park and we 
are looking into the 
incident. 

Both the fire brigade and 
the police attended and we 
were told that it was not 
necessary for us to attend 
as well. If we are called 


about an injured or young 
dog that has gone down a 
hole, then the RSPCA 
would task an inspector to 
attend, however if the dog 
is fit and healthy we would 
advise owners to entice 
their dog out with food as 
generally they will make 
their own way out without 
any problems - and all the 
noise and commotion 
involved in a rescue can be 
frightening for a dog. 

We do advise that the 
owner keep in touch in 
case the dog does not come 
out. After 48 hours an 
inspector would go out to 
help get the dog out. In the 
last six months alone the 
RSPCA has dealt with 26 
calls involving dogs down 
holes. We are looking at 
our procedures to see if 
any improvements need to 
be made. 


Isn't it time 
to look East?

Population survey will help 
set future government grants

PREPARATIONS are under way for 
the next national census, and 
Greenwich will be playing its part to 
the full. 

The massive population survey will take 
place throughout the UK on March 27 
next year. It is held every 10 years and is 
run in England by the Office for National 
Statistics. 

The aim is to get information to help 
plan, fund and deliver everyday services 
such as housing, education, healthcare 
and transport. 

The results help decide how much 
money Greenwich and other local 
authorities receive from the government. 
This means it is vital that everyone in the 
borough fills in a census form - if a true 
picture of its population figure is not 
provided, Greenwich could lose out on 
millions of pounds in funding. 

The census also provides a huge range 
of job opportunities. 

Recruitment is being run nationally by 
outsourcing company Capita, and people 
can apply now for a range of local jobs 
including questionnaire collectors, 
census compliance staff and census 
coverage survey teams. 

There is also a wide range of other 
flexible, short-term roles, with 
recruitment taking place between now 
and early January. 

Greenwich Council’s deputy leader, Cllr 
Peter Brooks, said: “It is crucial that 
everyone in the borough takes part in the 


census. In these difficult times, when we 
are being asked to make substantial 
savings, every penny counts. 

“So we need to make sure we get our fair 
share of grant aid, and that the census 
gives an accurate reflection of our local 
population.” 

People can apply for current jobs, 
register their interest in other roles and

Multi-faith prayer 
room opens by 
The O2 



The Prayer Space, just a few yards from 
The 02, aims to be a trail-blazing 
collaboration between Muslims, Sikhs, 
Hindus, Baha’is, Jews, Buddhists and 
Christians. 

It’s currently open from 11am to 2pm on 
weekdays, at different times on 
Saturdays and from 10.30am to 12.30pm 
on Sundays. 

The centre is backed by volunteer 
chaplains from faith groups across the 
borough, supported by a team of 
volunteers. It was provided as part of a 
pioneering initiative by Greenwich 
Council, which aims to provide faith 
groups with a spiritual base for the 
peninsula’s emerging communities as 
well as workers, commuters and tourists. 

The wood-clad structure, which 
includes a prayer-space, an office, an 
ablutions rooms for foot-washing, and a 
disabled toilet, arrived on three lorries 
and was hoisted into place in mid- 
summer. It’s a fore-runner of a more 
permanent building which will go up 
later. 

The Prayer Space was officially opened 
by the Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr Barbara 
Barwick, two weeks ago. 

She told guests: “A new community is 
growing up on the Peninsula, and, like 
many new communities in this country, 
we have people who have come from a 
diverse range of backgrounds, bringing 
with them a range of cultures and faiths. 
It’s so good that they are able to work 
together.” 

The Rev Malcolm Torry, team rector of 
East Greenwich, is the chaplains’ co- 
ordinator. He thanked Greenwich 
Council and developers Greenwich 
Peninsula Regeneration Limited for their 
foresight in making provision for the 
multi-faith project. 

Sheikh Ali Hassan Barakat, a chaplain 


from the Mosque in Plumstead Road, 
Woolwich, told GT: “What a relief to all of 
us to have this space! We originally 
started working alongside the 
construction workers when The O 2 was 
being built all those years ago, and now 
we try to support everyone here on the 
Peninsula.” 

Esther Whittlesea Reed, of Charlton, 
has been a member of Holy Trinity 
Church, Greenwich Peninsula, for three 
years. 

She said: “We were meeting in 
Millennium Primary School. Now, for us 
at 11am on Sundays, this place feels like 
it’s home. It’s an excellent spiritual base 
for people of every faith, and affords a 
wonderful opportunity for us to come and 
worship in our own way - but in the same 
space.” She added: “The Prayer Space is

really excellent, really good for 
community cohesion.” 

Davinder Kaur Babraa, one of the Sikh 
chaplains, comes from the Mason’s Hill 
Temple in Woolwich. 

She spends an average two hours a week 
on the Peninsula liaising with staff in the 
restaurants and home-visiting too. 

She said: “I think this new space is 
excellent for people to come and say their 
prayers, both on their own and with the 
chaplains.” 

Guests at the official opening included 
Graham Lee, a project manager for 
Greenwich Peninsula Regeneration 
Limited, who worked closely with the 
chaplains and trustees to design and 
build the new space. 

He told GT: “We knew it had to be 
flexible - and accessible too, close to the 
public transport over here.”

A SOPHISTICATED link-up between 
Greenwich Council’s Trading Standards 
unit and the local banks has stopped an 
Eltham Green pensioner from being 
defrauded of £2,500. 

The elderly resident had been ‘cold- 
called’ and was told that the workmen 
on his doorstep were working nearby 
and they needed to check his drains. 

He was shown some buckets full of 
gravel and shingle that had allegedly 
found their way into his drainage system 
and was told that he needed to pay £2,500 
to have the problem sorted. 

He was then driven to the bank where a 
diligent member of staff called Trading 
Standards, who have recently been 
round to every bank in the borough to 
talk about rogue traders, and the 
withdrawal did not happen. 

Now, as a follow-up, Trading Standards 
has leafleted the area, warning other 
residents about suspicious callers. 

For over three years, the unit has had a 
specific ‘Neighbourhood Response Team’ 
in place, with officers on a rota, dealing 
with any calls about rogue-builders, and 
out stopping and talking to commercial 
van drivers about the nature of their 
business. 

The unit liaises with all the local banks, 
as well as the Police Safer 
Neighbourhoods teams, and their 
warning leaflets are distributed to police 
and councillors' surgeries. 

The Trading Standards unit has recently 
joined the Greenwich and Bexley ‘What 
Trader?’ scheme, which gives free advice 
to anyone seeking reputable businesses. 
Traders themselves can also join the 
scheme free-of-charge.

C HILDREN to grandparents are 
getting plenty more out of 
Greenwich’s new-look parks, 
following a massive pre-Olympics 
makeover worth £4.8million. 

Young people of all ages were enjoying the 
new multi-games pitches and the cricket 
nets at Plumstead Gardens, off Marmadon 
Road, on the Friday of half-term. 

The Shields family, who were down there 
with Bouncer, the Labrador, say they don’t 
see a lot of their nine-year-old twins, Millie 
and Albie, now the new equipment is in 
place. 

Mum Claire told us: “When we moved to 
the area six years ago, we were aware that 
there was a park - but it was run-down, 
vandalised badly. 

“Now we’ve seen the difference. We come 
here with the dog, and it’s always busy - and 
the twins are here all the time.” 

Albie, a pupil at Willow Dene School in 
nearby Swingate Lane, is a keen footballer 
and plays for Charlton Athletic FC’s under- 
11s Disability Team. Mum said: “This park is 
really good for him, too, because the 
children all take turns and play nicely 
together.” 

Millie, who goes to Wyborne Primary 
School in Footscray Road, Eltham, tried out 
the cricket nets with her friend, Rhia, aged 
10. Millie is always out and about. Mum said: 
“She does performing arts at the old 
Plumstead Leisure Centre and she’s also in 
the 5th Abbey Wood brownies.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the Greenwich Council 
cabinet member for culture and Olympics, 
said: “This is a smaller park, a ‘gem’ in 
Plumstead - and the numbers of young 
people enjoying themselves here has 
significantly improved.” 

The Mayor of Greenwich, Cllr Barbara 


Barwick, said: “It’s good to see this space 
being used so well by young people over half- 
term. They’re getting themselves organised 
into little teams as well, which is great.” 

She said: “There are all sorts of things to 
enjoy in the borough’s parks now and what 
it is so important is that they are being 
respected.” 

Plumstead Common Bowls Club, off St 
John’s Terrace, has landed its pre-Olympics 
makeover during its centenary year. 

Now the council hopes the new spruced-up 
green and the refurbished changing area 
will attract younger generations to try out 
one of the UK’s most well-established 
outdoor pastimes. 

Cllr Fahy told GT: “We’re hoping to build 
some links between this club and the local 
schools - in order to maintain this proud 
tradition of bowls which has existed in the 
borough for the last 100 years.” 

The Mayor, who admits she’s only ever 
been 10-pin bowling, said: “It’s so good to see 
the older people of the borough out here, 
enjoying their sport.” 

Retired draughtsman Derek Mason, who 
only lives four streets away from the club, is 
a life-member of over 30 years’ standing. He 
said: “The refurbishment has been very 
good, and the green is being looked after 
very well.” Pam Graham, who is a learning 
support assistant at nearby South Rise 
Primary School, only started bowling at the 
club about one year ago. She told GT: “My 
husband had retired - and this is something 
that we can do together.” 

She added: “We’d only ever played bowls on 
holidays, but we had a little trial up here and 
they seemed to think we were OK! 

“This sport is really good for keeping fit, 
and, if you’re retired, it also gets you out and 
about and meeting people.”

A FREE outdoor gym and 
cricket nets, as well as 
spruced up paths, woodland 
stairs and bright flowerbeds, 
are beckoning increasing 
numbers of visitors to 
Bostall Heath and Woods, 
Abbey Wood. 

The on-going makeover of 
the dog walkers’ paradise, off 
Longleigh Lane, is the result 
of a growing working 
partnership between 
Greenwich Council and local 
‘Friends’ group volunteers, 
who hold weekly working- 
parties up there. 

London 2012 taekwondo 
hopeful, Davoud Etminani, 

29, went to visit with 
Greenwich Mayor, Cllr 
Barbara Barwick - and was 
impressed. 

Davoud, who is off to France 
this month, aiming for a 
second Gold medal in the 
annual French Open 
championships, told GT: “I 
think this is all great. People 
can run or jog and do cardio- 
vascular stuff out on the big 
green here and then they 
also have this gym and the 
cricket nets.” 

Davoud, who lives in Eltham 
with wife Sara and five-year- 
old daughter Nikki, added: 
“We go out a lot together and 
enjoy Greenwich’s parks, and 
there’s another outdoor gym 
just like this one near us. I’ve 
never seen gyms like this 
before. “I’d say it’s never too 
late to start exercising, even 
if you’ve never done it 
seriously until now. Why not 
come and give it a try?” 

The Mayor said: “I know 
these outdoor gyms are being 
used a lot. They’re solidly 
built and it’s fabulous that 
you can do a work-out for 
free.” She added: “This part 
of our borough is absolutely 
gorgeous. It’s so quiet. You 
wouldn’t know you were in 
London!” She enjoyed the 


refreshments put on by the 
Bostall Heath volunteers - 
and praised all the work 
they’re doing in the area. 
Keen ‘Friends’ of Bostall 
Heath and Woods, Raj Kumar 
Sharma and Gurbakhsh 
Bhurji, former colleagues at 
Ford motor company, have 
made a resolution to try to 
use the new gym every day. 
Retired quality-controller 
Gurbakhsh told us: “We’ve 
never been able to afford 
gym membership - plus the 
entrance-fees - but this is all 
free.” Retired chartered 
engineer Frank Ward, a 
former pupil of Woolwich 
Polytechnic School, is the 
chairman of the ‘Friends’. 

He and fellow members 
spend Thursdays making 
improvements to the park 
and woods. They’re doing 
everything from clearing and 
shoring-up paths to cutting 
back undergrowth, and 
making woodland stairways. 
They also arrange a Sunday 
working-party once a month. 
They have been able to 
spruce up flowerbeds at the 
back of the park-keeper’s 
compound with the help of a 
grant from the borough’s 
‘Greenwich Pride’ initiative 
and volunteers are currently 
thinning out holly -trees. 
“We’re hoping Greenwich 
Council will be able to send 
up its bramble-cutting 
machine to help us shortly,” 
said Frank. 

The 50-strong ‘Friends’ group 
always welcomes new 
members. See notice-boards 
around the park and woods 
for full details. Annual 
subscription is £5, and they 
also hold a meeting at 7.30pm 
on the first Wednesday of the 
month in the bowling-green 
pavilion, close to the main 
road. “Come along and give 
us your support and ideas,” 
said Frank.

Rebranding 
comic great 

FAT and sour. Man-hating old 
harridan. The media loves to 
create caricatures, and Jo 
Brand was no exception. 

For years the press wrongly judged 
the comedian by her caustic and 
crude stand up routines and assumed 
that her on and off-stage personas 
were one and the same. Her latest 
volume of memoirs Can’t Stand Up 
For Sitting Down shows Jo to be a 
totally different character all together. 
Tracing her growth from her first 
tentative steps into the world of 
stand-up through to her successful TV 
career, and latterly her BAFTA 
nominated move into serious acting, 
Jo’s book is a backstage pass to the 
oft-cynical entertainment world. Her 
distain for the Daily Mail may not 
surprise as much as the reason she 
refuses to appear on Mock the Week, 
and Brand lets fly on what she truly 
thinks of Jonathan Ross. Jo is wry and 
brutally honest, giving real insight into 
what it was like climbing her way to 
the very top of the comedy tree. But 
readers expecting a wall-to-wall 
giggle-fest will be sorely disappointed. 
This is an insight into Jo’s world: the 
woman behind the laughs. We’ve seen 
her stand-up and now we are meeting 
the woman. And there is always 
Youtube for those who want a stand- 
up routine. Besides, although 
disappointed that the book wasn’t as 
funny as I’d anticipated, it’s true that 
endless one-liners and punch lines 
would actually detract from the 
honesty and personality that leaps 
from every page. 

The greatest joy is that, (quite unlike 
most celebrity cash-in memoirs), 
Brand’s book doesn’t feel like a 
cynical rehash of her excesses and 
scandals. This is much more than 
that. It’s her manifesto for life; her 
raison-d’etre; her philosophy. Reading 
the book is like a cosy chat with Jo 
over a cup of the warm stuff. And 
that’s the crux of the book’s appeal - 
Jo is one of us. A proper South 
London girl with her feet placed firmly 
on the ground. And those south 
London roots run deep for the woman 
who was introduced to comedy by 
local legend Malcolm Hardee, never 
more so than when discussing the 
contentious issue of the North/South 
London divide. “As someone who was 
born in South London, and returned 
there aged twenty to work in 
Camberwell, I am shot through with 
loyalty to the sarf’,” she writes. “It’s 
less crowded, there are more green 
open spaces and a more mixed 
chilled-out and generally more 
attractive community. North London 
never has anywhere to park and North 
Londoners think they’re great. Well, 
someone has to.” Ouch. 
Self-deprecating, witty and 
intellectual, Jo Brand is a not only a 
local star but a national treasure. And 
the best thing of all? She doesn’t even 
realise it.

Drowned in sounds 

A pair of shows dedicated to one of electronic music’s forem 
was staged at Greenwich Dance to staggering effect, writes A

Derbyshire was 
one of electronic 
music’s 
outstanding 
pioneers. Her work for the BBC 
Radiophonic workshop created 
a lasting legacy which still 
echoes through music and 
television today. 

Her inventive techniques and 
explorations in sound opened 
new doors and redefined the 
possible in music. She created 
the theme for the original 
Doctor Who TV series in 1963 
from a score by Ron Grainer, 
using tape loops and effects to 
create an electronic sound 
which was unlike anything 
heard at the time. In 1964, a 
collaboration between the 27- 
year-old Derbyshire and poet 
Barry Bermange was 
commissioned for the 
programme ‘Inventions for 
Radio ’ featuring interviews 
which Bermange had recorded 
with people talking on the 
subject of their dreams. The 
end results were a disturbing 
series of dreamlike 
soundscapes. 

AT Greenwich Dance on 
October 29, two new works by 
Charles Linehan Company are 
staged as part of the London 
Dance Umbrella. The first, 
titled Inventions for Radio 
1964, is based upon the aural 
landscapes and themes 
created by Derbyshire & 
Bermange. The second piece, 
The Clearing, is performed to a 




newly commissioned score by 
Richard Skelton. As the 
audience are seated to the 
music of Lee Hazlewood & 
Nancy Sinatra’s Some Velvet 
Morning, the warm, hazy 
atmosphere in The Borough 
Hall builds. A symbolic reel-to- 
reel tape machine sits in the 
corner. There’s electricity in 
the air. 

When the lights go out there’s 
a brief pause, then the 
soundtrack begins. For the 
next 13-minutes we’re guided 
on a sonic journey, unusual 
sounds ring loudly across the 
hall and edits from the 
interviews blur together the 
subjects of colour, drowning, 
and dreams, while the spliced- 
dialogue and ambiance reflect 
the sometimes cloudy and 
schizophrenic nature of the 
subconscious. It’s a voyage 
into the dark side of our 
dreams that we rarely meet 
in a wakened state, 
the audio 
equivalent of 
surrealism, 
creating inverted 
landscapes by its 
ominous 
reverberating 
sound. 

The lights glow red, green, 
purple, and the dancers 
emerge from the shadows, 
falling, turning and 
weaving like soulless, 
mechanical beings 
lost in infinite space. 

Midway through the 
piece, the lighting 


rig held above slowly descends 
upon the audience, shifting 
the lighting patterns on the 


floor and evoking the 
sensations of a claustrophobic 
nightmare. The atmosphere is 


disturbing and 
overwhelming enough 
to make you feel that 
you are inside the 
dream, a masterpiece 
of direction. It could 
have transpired to be 
too obvious a design, 
but IFR1964 clears the 
pitfall with ease. 

The Clearing comes 
almost 

immediately after 
and an 
incredible 
composition 
by Richard 
Skelton sets 


Retired and Extremely Dull. 



BRUCE Willis is the outstanding 
action hero of his generation. 
Morgan Freeman and Helen 
Mirren are Academy Award 
winners. John Malkovich is a double 
Academy Award nominee. ..So how, I asked 
myself, could such an acclaimed quartet 
have become involved in a movie that my 
11 -year-old daughter would have been 
ashamed to have written? 

Willis is an ex-CIA agent struggling to 
adjust to his new life of retirement. 

One night his house is literally 
blown apart as CIA assassins 
make an attempt on his life. 

Confused, he goes on the run, 
kidnaps his girlfriend and 
reforms his old team now 
designated as REDs (Retired and 
Extremely Dangerous). His 
journey to the truth leads him 
past ruthless officials to a 
corrupt US Presidential 
candidates (aren’t they always?) 
via a romantic liaison with 
Mary-Louise Parker. 


Too much is asked of the audience from the 
off. Initially sceptical that Willis - 55 and 
bald - can take on and beat a man half his 
age (Karl Urban - who, frankly, had it 
coming to him for daring to kill Jason 
Bourne’s beautiful girlfriend in The Bourne 
Supremacy), we soon become cynical that 
Mirren, talented as she is, is truly capable 
of mastering heavy automatic weaponry 
_ without breaking sweat. By the time 
Malkovitch’s single bullet hits 
and destroys a ground to air 
missile incredulity has set in. 
The acting does little to 
improve our state of mind 
with characterisation 
underdeveloped. Freeman is 
hardly present and 
Malkovich continually 
insane - albeit making the 
most of what little dialogue 
he has. Willis is pure action 
hero and, love interest 

apart, given little 
emotional 
depth 


over relying on his effortless charm and 
natural charisma. Watch out for his new 
voice though, velvet and rich. Mirren 
disappoints, ill-suited to humour, she is 
wooden and forced. Only Parker excels. 
Sexy and elegant, an incurable romantic 
still looking for love even as she 
administers pension payments. Kidnapped 
by Willis (who believes her in danger) with 
mouth taped and chained to a bed, she 
reflects “not my best first date”, before 
adding, “not my worst, either”. 

As the plot finally spiralled out of control, I 
found myself asking why would four major 
actors and the Director of the Time 
Travellers Wife, (Robert Schwentke) agree 
to do this. Reputation enhancing it is not, 
and none of them needs the money. It must 
have been for the good, old fashioned fun of 
it. They had a blast. At least I hope so, 
because the audience certainly didn’t. 

Verdict: 

Don’t see the movie, don’t buy the DVD. 
Don’t even watch it on telly. 1/10.

Mansell. Bodies appear out of 
the gloom once more, and from 
here on the performance is 
mesmerising. The players - Neil 
Brown, Greig Cooke, Rachel 
Lopez de la Nieta and Rahel 
Vonmoos - shimmer with 
fantastic imagery and express 
each and every human emotion 
from melancholia to love, to 
despair, to violence in their 
movements. The dance is 
completely absorbing and 
superbly curated. The music 
washes around the room in a 
wall of sound building to an 
almighty crescendo. It’s a 
powerful piece of work and one 
which shows no sign of 
indulgence, over-inflation or 
fragility. 

Every detailed aspect of the 
piece from the lighting to the 
choreography has been 
carefully crafted and extracts 
every atom of energy from the 
performers and the musicians. 
When the deafening looped 
noise ends and the lights 
illuminate the hall once more, 
it’s clear that something 
special has just happened. The 
performers reappear to be 
greeted by a huge round of 
applause. The Clearing is a 
great finale to the Dance 
Umbrella, and one which 
deserves to be toured and 
performed in Greenwich again 
in the future.

Got the power? 


Snooker gets a radical 
facelift from the man 
who revamped darts, 
but the changes 
prove too much 
for some old 
school fans 



ON paper it looked jjke the organisers of 
Power Snooker had taken their cues from 
Big Break. Staged on a Saturday night in front 
of a live audience, a selection of the game’s 
top players were set against the clock. To 
“pot as many balls as you can”, as John Virgo 
would say. 

Unfortunately, ‘JV’ wasn’t presenting the 
pilot of this racy new version of the ailing * 
sport at The lndigo2, complete with 
booze, banter and Page 3 stunners. 

Fortunately though, nor was Jim 
^ Davidson. So the task of purveying the 
glamour and the glory of snooker’s 
slightly crass new format fell to ITV’s 
Oddjob, Matt Smith. 

And first he had to explain the rules: Frames 
were forsaken for the number of points 
amassed in a quick-fire half-hour’s play. 

When the ‘Powerball’ at the centre of the nine 
reds was potted a two-minute period 
commenced in which points counted double. 
Points were also doubled with pots from 
inside the ‘Powerzone’. Or, ‘behind the baulk 
line’, as it’s sometimes known... 

Some of the players and much of the audience 
weren’t taking the revamp entirely seriously. 
But that was the whole point. Barry Hearn 
was brought in to work the same magic with 
snooker that he worked with the rebirth of 
darts, and while he wasn’t wholly responsible 
for the format, it was he and Ronnie 


O’Sullivan who have been the most vocal 
about dragging the game into the 21st 
Century. The most notable change from the 
deathly and reverent silence of The Crucible 
was the baying hordes in the cheap seats. Ali 
Carter in particular was relishing the chance 
to get the crowd fired up, wearing a garish 
yellow shirt that might have looked better in 
the days of black and white TV. 

It was the referees who were most out of 
place - Michaela Tabb is one of the world’s 
top professionals, and for this type of 
presentation someone like Craig Charles in 
his Robot Wars heyday (retro TV reference 
no. 2, folks) might have been a better 
candidate. You had to feel for poor Michaela, 
given the toe-curling task of announcing 
when players were “Entering the 
Powerzone”. 

Maybe the organisers tried to do too 
much too soon. The first session 
certainly started a little stiff. No one knew 
quite how to act and the juxtaposition of new 
and old was stark. It was only as the evening 
session got going that the format began to 
take on a tangible identity. Inevitably a section 
of the crowd had taken full advantage of the 
close proximity of the bar and there was 
plenty of chanting and good-natured banter 
coming from the balcony. For the half of the 
audience who were staunch snooker fans 
though, the thought of shouting down Shaun 



Murphy as he straddled the table stretching 
for a difficult brown was all too much. This 
wasn’t the gentlemen’s sport they knew and 
loved. But it was certainly different, and 
players took the new pressures differently 
too. World champion Neil Robertson was seen 
off by Murphy in the first round, while ‘The 
Jester From Leicester’ Mark Selby also fell at 
the first hurdle. 

Chinese sensation Ding Junhui performed 
well, and - even more amazingly - looked to 
be enjoying himself. He made it to the final 
where he was up against Ronnie O’Sullivan, 
who inevitably won. But if the new rules made 
the game quicker, there was a major flaw: 
Double points may have been an incentive, but 
once a high score was achieved the winning 
player was free to dawdle and play the clock 
down for the remainder. 

So while it wasn’t perfect, it was certainly a 
pointer to where a more casual, knock-about 
version of the sport might be 
headed, and had the buzz of a 0 
real event. But the idea of a 
sports X-Factor of this kind was 
just too vulgar for some of the 
older fans. And perhaps the 
game’s decline is less to do with 
snooker’s actual format, but more the fact 
that there are fewer real characters in the 
game than there once was.

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Chance to make 
sweet music 

New youth orchestra launched 


YOUNG people in Greenwich are 
being given a rare chance to develop 
their musical skills alongside 
leading professional musicians. 

It’s the result of a new joint partnership 
between council music services in 
Greenwich and Lewisham and the 
Greenwich-based Trinity Laban 
Conservatoire of Music and Dance. 

The project aims to motivate and inspire 
young musicians in Greenwich to carry 
on learning an instrument once they have 
moved on to secondary school - a time 
when some drop out. 

They will be invited to form their own 
ensemble, called the Animate Orchestra, 
and will make music alongside members 
of the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
and staff and students from Trinity 
Laban, as well as perform and go to 
performances by other artists at venues 
that include The Southbank Centre and 
The O 2 . 

The Animate Orchestra is due to launch 
in the Spring with a series of 
performances taking place at secondary 
schools in both boroughs. Around 1,200 
children between the ages of 10 and 14 
will be involved. Young people will be 


invited to attend a series of holiday 
courses to create the new ensemble, 
working alongside orchestral musicians, 
music tutors and a creative director. The 
orchestra will perform during 2012 as 
part of the Cultural Olympiad 
programme. 

Funds have been made available 
through the London-wide Music 
Education Fund, which will give 5,000 
young people from different backgrounds 
and at different levels of learning the 
chance to develop their skills on a 
musical instrument, play in a group with 
other students, and work and perform 
with some of the UK’s finest professional 
musicians. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for children and young 
people, told GT: “‘Greenwich has a proud 
record of nurturing the musical talents of 
our children and young people. The 
Animate Orchestra provides an excellent 
way to further develop our existing 
partnerships so that more local children 
can experience the unique sense of pride 
and achievement associated with 
creating and performing live music.”

PLOT and sub-plot unfolded alongside 
each other at the bustery County 
Ground, where Charlton continued their 
recent revival with their third win in a 
row.

with yet another Tuesday 
night fixture, this one at 
The Valley on November 
16, to complicate an 
already congested 

schedule. 

For this inconvenience, 
though, he might be 
grateful. Having picked 
his strongest side in the 
hope of settling this tie at 
the first time of asking, 
the manager paid the FA 
Cup maximum respect 
and honoured his 
commitment to 1,219 
travelling fans who were 
entitled to no less. 

The fly in the ointment 
was the spirited 
resistance offered by 
nothing-to-lose Barnet, 
who started 

circumspectly, finished 
strongly and were left 
cursing the late brilliance 
of Rob Elliot for failing to 
punch home their 
advantage. 

There was no 
suggestion, during the 
early going, that the 
visitors would be 
anything but comfortable 
winners. Even Johnnie 
Jackson’s glaring 13th- 
minute miss, after the 
aggressive midfielder 
was played through by 
clever interplay between 
Paul Benson and Joe 
Anyinsah, seemed no 
more than an 
inconvenient blip. 

Jackson came within 
inches of redeeming 
himself almost 

immediately with a fine 
free kick which shaved 
the bar, then Anyinsah 
blasted a half chance 
wildly over the top. 

By the time Anyinsah 
volleyed Simon Francis’ 
headed pass well off 
target, though, the Bees 
were beginning to prise 
loose, finger by finger, 
Charlton's firm grip on a 
game previously under 
comfortable control. 

Mark Byrne's thumping 


drive into Elliot's midriff 
caused mild alarm but 
the Addicks were still 
unruffled and only a 
splendid double-save by 
Jake Carr denied Therry 
Racon’s long-range drive, 
then Benson’s effort to 
convert the rebound. 

Substitute Greg Abbott, 
a half-time replacement 
for injury victim 
Anyinsah, headed Scott 
Wagstaff ’s cross against 
the bar before Cole dived 
full length to keep out 
Racon’s snapshot. 

Even the defiant keeper 
was helpless to intervene 
as Benson ran clear on to 
Abbott’s flick but pulled a 
low shot wide of the left 
post. 

Charlton’s latest 

carelessness, with 20 
minutes remaining, 
turned the tie on its head. 
For the beleaguered Bees 
responded by shaking off 
the last vestiges of their 
inferiority complex and 
went cheerfully for 
broke. Which is when 
their “betters” turned to 
Elliot for salvation. 

Apart from pawing 
away a teasing centre 
from Mark Marshall 
before the break, Elliot 
had been largely 
untroubled. He began 
belatedly to earn his corn 
by plunging low to his 
left to smuggle substitute 
Mauro Vilhete’s artful 
downward header the 
safe side of a post, after 
the lively Marshall 
crossed from the right 
touchline. 

Marshall had served 
notice of his threat 
during the sides’ pre- 
season friendly. His pace 
and uncomplicated 
directness were perfect 
weapons to train on a 
tiring defence and 
carried him clear 
through the inside left 
channel to shoot fiercely 
on the run. 

Reacting spectacularly, 
Elliot tipped the 


goalbound rocket over 
the bar, earning his 
wilting colleagues only 
brief respite. 

Further impetus to 
Barnet’s late surge was 
supplied by the fresh legs 
of Ricky Holmes, who 
replaced the ineffectual 
Kevin Gallen in the 
immediate aftermath of 
Elliot’s save from 
Marshall. 

Turning sharply in the 
box, the young forward 
shot accurately but Elliot 
was perfectly positioned 
to respond smartly. 
Holmes tried again in the 
dying throes of a 
typically boisterous Cup 
tie, his ferocious drive 
parried instinctively into 
the air by Charlton's 
overworked keeper with 
the final whistle arriving 
as music to the red-faced 
visitors' equally red ears. 

An undignified 

scramble to secure a 
replay was no part of 
Parkinson’s pre-game 
agenda but dignity is 
often a passenger in 
football. After all, 
where’s the dignity in 
being bundled out of the 
Cup by statistically the 
worst team in all four 
divisions? There’s 

actually a case for 
considering this draw a 
useful result. Could so 
easily have been worse. 
As indeed it might still 
be!
